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INTRODUCTION 


The  addendum  to  the  State  Development  Plan  provides  additional 
information  collected  since  the  completion  of  the  FY  1978  Plan  to 
help  guide  investment  decisions  in  Pennsylvania.  It  also  provides 
additional  policies  and  refinements  of  policies  already  provided. 

It  is  designed  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  full  plan 
document . 

The  Commonwealth  is  continuing  to  update  its  information 
concerning  needs  and  potentials.  Currently,  an  industrial  survey 
is  being  undertaken  which  will  provide  information  concerning 
available  sites,  developed  and  undeveloped,  in  Pennsylvania. 

Child  development  needs  are  being  evaluated  by  the  Commonwealth 
Child  Development  Committee. 

An  evaluation  of  growth  areas  has  been  started  and  is 
continuing.  These  are  just  a few  examples  of  the  ongoing  effort 
currently  underway  to  develop  a regular  update  of  needs  assessment 
and  policy  development. 
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SEWER  NEEDS  IN  PENNSYLVANIA* 


The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Environmental  Resources  (DER) 
has  prepared  a prioritized  listing  of  eligible  sewer  projects  in 
the  state  in  order  to  direct  their  investment  decisions.  This 
listing  is  not  a complete  inventory  of  sewer  needs  in  the  state 
as  projects  are  only  included  if  a community  perceives  a need 
enough  to  apply  for  funds,  or  if  DER,  by  siting  the  community 
for  discharge  of  untreated  wastes,  has  forced  the  community  to 
act.  Nevertheless,  the  list  provides  an  extensive  inventory  of 
need. 

DER  bases  their  priority  rating  for  eligible  sewer  projects 
on  four  factors.  A project's  total  priority  points  (identified 
in  the  column  titled  "Rating"  in  the  accompanying  municipal 
discharge  inventory)  are  determined  by  summing  the  points  in 
each  of  the  individual  rating  factors.  The  following  factors 
and  their  relative  weights  are  used: 

1.  Water  Pollution  Control  - 60% 

2.  Stream  Segment  Priority  - 20% 

3.  Population  Affected  - 10% 

4.  Enforcem.ent  Status  - 10% 

Water  Pollution  Control 

The  number  of  points  for  water  pollution  control  shall  be  based 
on  the  extent  to  which  the  project  v;ill  eliminate  detrimental  effects

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of  pollutior  and  public  health  hazards  from  existing  discharaes 
of  sewage,  including  malfunctioning  on-lot  disposal  systems  or 
will  prevent  detrimental  effects  that  v/ould  be  caused  by  dis- 
charges from  areas  presently  unsewered.  The  following  point 
values  shall  be  used  to  determine  rating  points  for  this  factor:

Slight  effect  is  considered  where  up  to  an  estimated  20  percent 
of  the  normal  potential  benefits  attributable  to  the  use  are  pre- 
cluded by  the  discharge ( s ) . Moderate  effect  is  considered  where 
an  estimated  20  to  60  percent  of  the  normal  potential  benefits 
attributable  to  the  use  are  precluded  by  the  discharges (s ) . Great 
effect  is  considered  where  greater  than  an  estimated  60  percent  of 
the  normal  potential  benefits  attributable  to  the  use  are  precluded 
by  the  discharge (s ) . 


Stream  Segment  Priority 


Priority  points  attributable  to  this  factor  will  be  assigned 
in  accordance  with  the  follov/ing: 

Category  I - these  segments  represent  water  quality  segments 

and  certain  designated  effluent  limited  segments 
(based  on  high  growth  potential  and  complexity 
of  pollution  problems)  - 15  points. 
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Category  II 


- these  segments  represent  effluent  limited  segments 
(except  those  in  Category  I)  and  certain  designated 
water  quality  limited  segments  (based  on  lower  growth 
potential  and  less  complex  pollution  problems)  - 10 
points . 

Category  III  - these  segments  represent  segments  in  which  streams 

are  significantly  affected  by  mine  drainage  or 
pollution  from  non-profit  sources  - 8 points. 

Designated  stream  segment  categories  shall  be  those  identified  in 

the  Program  Plan  submitted  to  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 

Agency  in  accordance  with  Section  106  of  the  Federal  Act. 

In  addition  to  the  points  above,  an  additional  5 points  shall 

be  assigned  to  projects  located  in  those  basins  or  portions  thereof 

receiving  national  priority  as  designated  by  the  Administrator  of 

the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  those  located  in  the 

Lake  Erie  drainage  basin. 


Population  Affected 


Priority  points  attributable  to  this  factor  shall  be  assigned 
as  follows:

Project  Equivalent  Population  shall  be  the  initial  population 
equivalent  to  be  served  by  the  project. 

If  the  population  of  the  municipality  is  5,000  or  less  based 
on  the  last  U.S.  Bureau  of  Census  figures,  nine  points  will  be 
awarded  for  this  factor. 
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Enforcement  Status 


Priority  points  attributable  to  this  factor  shall  be  assigned 
in  accordance  with  one  of  the  following: 

1.  The  project  has  been  developed  to  comply  with  an  order 
issued  by  the  Department  to  construct  facilities  or 
participate  in  a wastewater  management  system  necessary 
to  provide  compliance  v/ith  water  quality  standards  or 
to  abate  pollution  or  public  health  nuisances;  or  the 
municipality  has  significant  documented  public  health 
nuisances  to  be  relieved  by  the  proposed  project  or 
has  treatment  facilities  which  produce  an  effluent  of 
lesser  quality  than  that  quality  needed  to  meet  water 
quality  standards,  but  an  order  directing  correction 
has  not  yet  been  issued  - 10  points. 

2.  There  has  been  filed,  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
subchapter,  an  action  for  contempt  of  court  or  an 
action  in  equity  or  mandamus,  against  the  municipality 
for  failure  to  comply  with  a previous  order  of  the 
court,  the  Department  or  its  predecessor  agency  - 7 
points . 


Other  Considerations 

In  the  event  that  two  or  more  projects  receive  the  same 
number  of  total  rating  points,  the  relative  rank  of  the  projects 
will  be  based  on  points  awarded  under  the  water  pollution  control 
factor,  the  higher  rank  being  assigned  to  that  project  with  the 
higher  water  pollution  control  points.  If,  after  this  test,  the 
projects  remain  tied,  the  factors  of  stream  segment  priority,  then 
population  affected,  then  enforcement  status,  in  that  order,  shall 
be  used  to  break  ties. 

In  the  case  of  a regional  project  for  which  the  Department 
has  on  hand  separate  applications  from  participating  municipalities 
and  each  portion  of  the  regional  project  is  essential  to  the  integrity

of  the  project/  the  Department  shall  rank  all  portions  of  the  pi.  -ject 
together  as  a single  project  and  assign  the  same  number  of  rating 
points  to  each  separate  application. 

In  order  for  a project  to  remain  eligible  for  State  certifi- 
cation, the  project  must  comply  with  all  regulations  and  require- 
ments which  the  federal  government  and  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Resources  (DER)  have  established.  The  project 
must  also  remain  eligible  for  issuance  of  a State  permit  for 
construction  and  operation,  and  it  must  be  part  of,  or  consistent 
with,  a Department  approved  comprehensive  program  of  water  quality 
management  and  pollution  control. 

Appalachian  funds  for  sewer  projects  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  will  generally  only  be  used  if  the  project  has 
received  State  certification  and  has  been  rated  a high  enough 
priority  by  DER  to  receive  funding.  Eligible  sewer  projects  are 
then  considered  based  on  the  criteria  identified  for  community 
development  or  enterprise  development  projects.  The  two  major 
criteria  are  the  priority  assigned  by  the  local  development 
district  and  the  contribution  to  the  economic  development  or 
stability  of  the  area.  Projects  which  are  not  included  on  the 
DER  priority  list  will  be  considered  if  they  involve  facilities 
not  funded  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  such  as  sewer 
collection  lines.  These  project  will  be  evaluated  entirely  by 
their  relationship  to  the  criteria  for  community  development  projects 
described  in  Chapter  V of  the  Plan.

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TRANSPORTATION  POLICY* 


In  addition  to  the  Twelve-Year  Program  for  the  development 
of  a highway  system,  the  Commonwealth  has  adopted  the  following 
range  goals  to  achieve  a balanced  transportation  system: 

— Assure  absolute  priority  to  achieve  a consistently 
effective  level  of  highway  maintenance. 

— Pursue  an  aggressive  program  in  bridge  safety,  elimin- 
ation of  habitual,  chronic  accident  locations. 

— Revitalization  of  the  Commonwealth  railroad  system. 

— Achieve  an  equitable  balance  in  funding  and  management 
of  public  transport. 

— Assure  that  the  Commonwealth  aviation  program  keeps 
pace  with  Commonwealth  requirements. 

Appalachian  Regional  Commission  funds  for  transportation 
projects  within  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  used  to  complement 
these  goals,  but  in  addition  for  all  but  rural  public  transpor- 
tation proposals,  the  project  must  contribute  to  the  permanent 
creation  or  retention  of  jobs.  The  project  is  also  judged  by  the 
extent  to  which  it  supports  the  following  criteria: 

— Is  prioritized  highly  by  the  Local  Development  District 
and  is  part  of  a sound  Areawide  Action  Program. 

— Has  reasonable  costs  compared  to  benefits. 

— Is  likely  to  attain  its  objectives  in  an  expeditious 
manner.

- — Addresses  and  resolves  serious  deficiency  in  a community's 
public  facilities. 

— Contributes  to  a balanced  transportation  system  in  the 
area. 

— Supports  other  state  or  federal  programs  being  undertaken 
in  the  community. 

— Attracts  additional  private  sector  investment. 

— Benefits  low  and  moderate  income  persons. 

— Enhances  an  area's  position  as  an  existing  regional 

center  and/or  as  an  area  with  significant  new  potential 
for  economic  growth. 

— Provides  spillover  benefits  to  surrounding  areas. 

— Is  compatible  with  the  physical  environment. 

— Contributes  to  the  viability  and  success  of  the  areawide 
planning  agency. 

— Deals  with  the  impact  caused  by  other  state  or  federal 
actions  or  policies. 

— Impacts  on  other  State  objectives. 

The  Commonwealth  policy  for  highway  related  development  is 
that  necessary  installations  shall  make  use  of  appropriate  vacant 
or  underutilized  land  in  near-by  existing  population  centers.  The 
policy  should  minimize  highway  related  strip  development  and  sup- 
port the  strengthening  of  existing  communities.  In  accord  with 
this  policy,  projects  for  highway  research  funds  will  be  prioritized 
according  to  the  degree  that  they  propose  to  consider  near-by  com- 
munities rather  than  simply  concentrating  public  and  private  in- 
vestment dollars  in  new  interchange  development. 
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CHILD  DEVELOPMENT  POLICY* 


In  order  to  provide  for  the  most  efficient  and  effective  admini- 
stration of  the  ARC  Child  Development  Planning  and  Program  Development 
Project  (CDPD)  while  maintaining  close  liaison  with  the  Bureau  of  Appa 
lachian  Development,  the  following  program  management  procedures  have 
been  established  by  the  Governor's  Office  for  Human  Resources  and  the 
Bureau  of  Appalachian  Development,  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Commerce 

The  Child  Development  Planning  and  Program  Development  Project 
(ARC),  through  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  CCDC , will  provide  to 
the  Bureau  of  Appalachian  Development  the  following: 

1.  Keep  the  Bureau  (through  the  Human  Resources  Coordinator) 
fully  appraised  of  program  operations,  basic  problems,  and 
individual  project  information  on  a regular  basis.  The 
CCDC  Executive  Secretary  will  submit  monthly  summary  reports 
on  the  status  of  ARC  Child  Development  Projects,  including 
CDPD,  to  the  Human  Resources  Coordinator. 

2.  Work  with  the  Local  Development  District  Human  Resources 
Program  through  the  Human  Resources  Coordinator  in  the 
Bureau  on  all  matters  dealing  with  program  development. 

3.  Communicate  directly  with  DHEW,  Region  III  on  matters 
relating  to  grants  management,  keeping  the  Bureau  advised. 

4.  Consult  with  and  relate  to  the  Human  Resources  Coordinator 
in  the  Bureau  on  all  matters  related  to  policy  and  any 
requests  for  ARC  action.

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5.  Review  and  recommend  actions  to  be  taken  in  ARC  assisted 
Child  Development  Programs. 

6.  Perform  tasks  related  to  the  provision  of  Early  Childhood 
services  in  Appalachian  Pennsylvania  at  the  request  of  the 
Bureau,  if  clearly  stated  as  falling  within  the  ARC/CDPD 
grant  and  legal  responsibility  for  project  operations,  or 
as  mutually  agreed  upon  jointly. 

7.  Implement  the  program  and  investment  policies  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Appalachian  Programs  so  far  as  those  policies 
relate  to  ARC  Child  Development  Programs. 

8.  Assist  with  the  planning  responsibility  of  the  Bureau  by 
supplying  appropriate  data. 

The  Bureau  will  provide  the  CCDC  (through  the  CCDC  Executive 
Secretary)  and  the  CDPD  Project  the  following: 

1.  Policy  guidance  on  matters  relating  to  the  ARC  Child 
Development  Program. 

2.  Approval  of  Grant  Conditions. 

3.  Notification  of  appropriate  ARC  sponsored  seminars  and 
conferences . 

4.  Joint  meeting  with  DHEW,  Region  III  and  the  ARC  with 
regards  to  policy  development. 

5.  Support  on  mutually  agreed  upon  issues. 

6.  Represent  the  Pennsylvania  ARC  Child  Development  Program 
at  regular  Commission  meetings. 

Management  Procedures  Relating  to  the  CDPD  Project 

1.  All  policy  and  activity  related  to  the  effective  operation 
of  the  CDPD  Project  will  be  implemented  directly  by  the 
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CCDC  Executive  Secretary  in  accordance  with  policies  estc-  - 
lished  for  the  overall  ARC  program  set  by  the  Bureau  of 
Appalachian  Development  of  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

Invoices  and  other  relevant  fiscal  documents  will  be 
adequately  maintained  in  the  offices  of  the  Commonwealth 
Child  Development  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  audit  by 
DHEW,  Region  III  as  fiscal  agent  for  the  Appalachian 
Regional  Commission. 

Procedures  Relating  to  the  Management  of  ARC  Child  Development  Projects 

1.  New  and  Continuation  Project  Approvals 

a.  The  approval  and  recommendations  of  the  Commonwealth 

Child  Development  Committee  will  be  transmitted  by  memo 
from  the  CCDC  Chairperson  to  the  CCDC  Executive  Secretary 
and  will  be  maintained  in  the  project  file. 

2.  The  project  transmittal  letters  to  HEW  and  ARC  will  be 
drafted  by  the  CDPD  staff  and  sent  to  the  Bureau  in  order 
to  be  forwarded  to  the  Alternate  State  Representative  to 
the  ARC . 

Staff  Relationships 

The  internal  administrative  structure  of  the  CDPD  Project  will 
continue  as  outlined  in  the  project  proposal  approved  by  the  Appalachian 
Regional  Commission. 

Training 

The  training  approach  used  to  meet  the  distinctive  needs  of  the 
respective  grantees  and  their  staff  might  best  be  titled  "Individual- 
ized technical  assistance."  Generalized  training  sessions  often  are 


not  appropriate  to  the  20+  projects  which  have  different  models, 
curricula,  and  types  of  service  delivery.  The  staff  does  provide 
cluster  training  every  three  months,  but  the  individualized  training 
and  on-site  observations  are  essential  to  quality  program  develop- 
ment and  maintenance.  The  staff  is  aware  that  local  programs  can 
pursue  their  own  training,  and,  in  fact,  fosters  this  type  of  self- 
sufficiency,  e.g.  referring  appropriate  ARC  projects  to  other 
training  resources  such  as  the  ARC-funded  Early  Intervention  for 
Psycho-Social  Disorders  Project.

HEALTH  POLICY 


The  Scate  Development  Plan  references  Pennsylvania's  Health 
Systems  Statement.  The  following  policies  have  been  adopted  to 
replace  the  identified  policies  in  the  1978  Statement. 

2.2  Investment  Policies 

All  recommended  health  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  investment  guidelines: 

Capital  Improvement  and  Facilities  Development — Initial  projects 
shall  be  eligible  for  a maximum  of  $75,000  for  the  renovation 
of  an  existing  publically  owned  facility  to  house  a basic 
health  program.  Where  the  applicant  has  documented  construc- 
tion to  be  the  most  cost/effective  method  of  developing  a 
facility,  the  project  shall  be  eligible  for  $75,000  to  construct. 

Where  the  applicant  has  documented  the  purchase  of  a modular 
facility  to  be  the  most  cost/effective  method,  the  project 
shall  be  eligible  to  receive  ARC  assistance  up  to  80  percent  of 
the  cost  of  the  facility,  assuming  that  it  has  been  determined 
that  the  size  of  the  facility  is  appropriate  with  the  scope  of 
the  program. 

All  renovation  and  construction  projects  must  document  at  least 
a 20  percent  local  cash  match. 

Equipment  Acquisition — Initial  projects  with  equipment  acquisi- 
tion requests  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  up  to  80  percent  of 
equipment  costs  providing  that  the  project  has  documented  a

ARC  operational  assistance  shall  not  extend  beyond  three  years. 
Furthermore,  /®RC  assistance  shall  not  cover  the  operating  costs 
of  emergency  "^dical  service  projects  except  for  reasonable 
administraticr.  costs  relevant  to  the  implementation  of  communi- 
cation components. 

2.3  Integration  of  Other  Federal  Programs 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Appalachian  Development  Office  to  make 
maximum  use  of  other  federal  funds  in  developing  basic  health  care 
pro;]ects.  The  Appalachian  Development  Office  shall  support  the 
cooperative  funding  of  approved  basic  health  care  programs.  Poten- 
tial applicants  must  be  aware  that,  where  applicable,  the  Appalachian 
Development  Office  will  attempt  to  secure  other  federal  resources  to 
support  health  pro -rams. 
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in  pursuits  of  this  overall  investment  program  goal,  the  Bure 
1 joined  and  aligned  efforts  with  tne  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Health,  Division  of  Emergency  Medical  Services  Development;  the 
Governor's  Telecommunication's  Office;  Regional  Emergency  Medical 
Services  Councils;  and  Local  Development  Districts.  The  specific 
goals  of  this  investment  program  are: 

— To  jointly  assist  with  the  development  of  regional  emergency 
medical  service  systems  that  should  guarantee  every  resid- 
ent in  the  region  access  to  the  basic  emergency  medical 
health  care  system. 

— To  jointly  assist  with  attaining  the  full  implementation  of 
emergency  medical  service  systems  throughout  the  Appalachian 
Region  by  1981. 

— To  jointly  assist  with  the  development  of  an  integrated 
state-wide  communications  system  to  receive  and  process 
calls,  alert  and  dispatch  appropriate  emergency  services, 
and  establish  medical  command  for  EMT-Paramedics  to  function 
in  the  field. 

b.  Existing  System 

Attached  as  an  appendix  to  this  investment  design  is  the  "1977

c.  Completion  of  System

4.5  Home  Health  Care  Investment  Program 

Comprehensive  home  health  programs  which  have  as  a minimum, 
those  therapeutic  services  responding  to  particular  health  problems 
akin  to  an  area  are  more  cost/effective  than  inpatient  therapeutic 
programs.  Every  county  in  the  Commonwealth  has  a certified  and 
licensed  home  health  program;  however,  these  agencies  serve  a large 
clientele  spread  over  a wide  area  with  limited  manpower.  The  Bureau 
will  assist  with  the  service  expansion  of  these  agencies  by  encourag- 
ing the  addition  of  those  service  components  responding  to  docu- 
mented regional  health  problems,  i.e.,  black  lung,  physical  therapy, 
etc.  The  Bureau  will  not  subsidize  or  affect  deficits  incurred  by 
insufficient  third  party  reimbursement. 

In  order  to  determine  which  projects  will  be  eligible  to  receive 
ARC  assistance,  preference  will  be  given  to  those  projects  which 
have  received  significant  priority  from  a local  development  district 
and  have  provided  evidence  that  ARC  assistance  will  respond  to  a 
documented  chronic  public  health  problem.  ARC  assistance  will  be 
directed  only  toward  developing  therapeutic  services  or  special  inno- 
vative services  to  hom.e  health  questions. 

In  attaining  this  goal,  the  program  policy  is  to  assist  with 
the  development  of  programs  that  support  systems  of  health  care. 

More  sped f icially , the  expanded  development  of  those  home  health 
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: Vf^.rid--r Ing  out-patient  directed  care  such  as  part-time  or 
inc utant  services  of  a physical  or  occupational  therapist,  and 
part-time  or  intermittent  services  of  a home  health  aide.  The 
specific  goals  of  this  investment  program  are: 

— To  assist  with  the  development  of  a more  expanded  system 
of  home  health  care  to  serve  as  an  alternative  to  institu- 
tionalized care. 

— To  assist  with  the  development  of  linkages  between  home 
health  care  programs  and  existing  ARC  and  non-ARC  primary 
health  care  centers. 

— To  provide  a coordinated  system  of  home  health  care  which 
complements  the  basic  health  care  delivery  system. 

— To  assist  with  the  expanded  development  of  those  programs 
that  have  as  a goal  the  reduction  of  mortality  and  mor- 
bidity due  to  chronic  disease  by  offering  therapy  in  the 
home . 
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HOUSING  POLICY 


ARC  housing  funds  are  available  for  project  planning,  site 
development  and  off-site  improvements,  and  technical  assistance. 

The  Commonwealth  is  using  Technical  Assistance  Grants  to 
establish  a housing  function  within  the  Local  Development  Districts 
and  in  some  instances  with  local  housing  sponsors.  This  housing 
function  is  viewed  as  a practical  first  line  means  to  foster 
housing  development  within  the  region.  The  Grant  Program  shall 
provide  technical  assistance  with  regard  to  a specific  housing 
project  or  to  the  development  of  low  and  moderate  income  housing 
generally.  The  goal  is  to  build  and  strengthen  the  technical 
competence  of  local  housing  sponsors. 

Any  group  or  agency  undertaking  regional  or  county-wide 
Technical  Assistance  is  expected  to  provide  assistance  which  at 
a minimum  incorporates  the  following  components: 

1.  Information  Service 

— In  order  to  make  housing  information  available  to  all 
groups  and  agencies  in  the  region,  the  grantee  should 
maintain  a central  data  source.  An  index  of  housing 
resources  should  also  be  maintained  including  an  inven- 
tory of  various  developers,  builders,  local/out-of-area 
financial  resources  and  current  housing  manufacturers. 

— The  grantee  should  develop  a consumer  information  package 
designed  to  bring  housing  facts  to  potential  consumers 
and  educate  the  public  as  to  the  availability  and  types 
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of  housing  programs. 

— Training  seminars  or  regional  meetings  with  housing 
groups  or  consumers  should  be  held. 

2.  Coordination  of  housing  efforts  on  a regional  level 

— A survey  should  be  made  of  long  and  short  range  of 
various  housing  authorities  in  the  region  in  an  effort 
to  develop  a work  plan  consistent  with  these  goals. 

— The  grantee  should  establish  systematic  contact  pro- 
cedures to  insure  a familiarity  with  agencies'  attempts 
to  develop  housing  resources  and  avoid  any  duplication 
efforts  between  the  district  and  local  agencies. 

— If  the  LDD  is  also  the  clearinghouse  for  the  region,  it 
should  monitor  housing  programs  through  A-95  review  of 
such  projects. 

— The  grantee  should  provide  the  funding  agencies  with 
assistance  in  determining  the  types  of  programs  and 
funding  best  suited  to  the  region  in  order  that  a suitable 
mix  of  housing  units  may  be  targeted  into  the  region. 

3.  Technical  Assistance  for  housing  application  development 
and  processing 

Working  with  the  various  housing  sponsors,  public  or 
private,  will  require  direct  participation  by  the  grantee's 
housing  person  in  the  preparation  of  applications  for  funding.

"vcrK  here  should  center  on  assisting  those  groups  who 
desire  to  become  involved  in  the  housing  field  by 
guiding  and  encouraging  them  to  become  a more  formal- 
ized organization  for  housing  development. 

5.  Grantsmanship 

The  grantee  should  be  aware  of  the  varied  sources 
of  program  funding  and  in  conjunction  with  efforts 
to  initiate  housing  programs  to  be  able  to  advise 
sponsors  on  best  available  methods  of  obtaining 
needed  funds . 

In  order  to  be  considered  for  funds  for  project  planning  or 
site  development  and  off-site  improvements,  the  applicant  must  be 
an  eligible  sponsor  both  for  ARC  funds  and  for  the  basic  funds  and 
there  must  be  evidence  that  the  sponsor  has  or  can  develop  suffi- 
cient competence  to  develop  and  manage  a successful  housing  pro- 
ject. The  proposed  project  must  also  be  in  an  area  which  has  a 
demonstrated  need  and  market  and  must  serve  low  and  moderate  income 
people . 

The  projects  shall  further  be  prioritized  by  the  following: 

— The  sponsor's  past  history  and  capacity  for  administerina 
the  project. 

— The  sponsor's  roots  in  the  community  and  capacity  to 
communicate  with  the  low  and  moderate  income  residents 
to  be  served. 

— The  project  will  serve  families  of  the  lowest  incomes, 
promote  housing  opportunities,  and  employment  training 
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and  v.-ill  utilize  the  greatest  amount  of  other  financial 
resources . 

Project  has  a demonstrable  effect  on  the  economic  devel- 
opment of  the  area  in  which  the  housing  is  to  be  located. 
Project  assists  a high  number  of  units  in  relationship  to 
the  amount  of  assistance  required. 

Applicant  has  the  ability  to  proceed  with  implementation 
upon  receipt  of  funds . 

The  community  will  have  the  ability  to  eliminate  sub- 
standard housing  through  the  addition  of  units  assisted 
under  the  Appalachian  Housing  Program.
